A “packet” contains generally 
more than 800 seeds, and an ounce 6000. One ounce will 
sow 300 feet of drill; two ounces sown thinly should 
provide plants enough for one acre.

None of these late varieties grow well from spring-sown seed, and even 
if they did, would be too old and tough, hence the first sowings should 
not be made until the middle of June. Sowings for succession, 
especially of the Chinese varieties, may be made until the 
middle of August.

It is with extreme regret we have to announce that our White and Primrose Spencers did not come so 
true from seed as we had every reason to expect from inspections of the crops on the California ranche of 
Mr. L. C. ROUTZAHN, with whom they had originated and from whom we bought, at a high price, the exclusive 
right of introduction. 

Besides selection and careful breeding, there are three important factors in seed production,—nature, soil 
and climate. Nature frequently seems to delight in breaking up the selections made by man; climate affects 
all plant life, while soil is largely accountable for varying strength of growth. 

THE WHITE and PRIMROSE SPENCERS as grown in rich soil and under ideal climatic conditions in 
California in 1907 were “tvuly magnificent,” and we had every reason to 
expect that they would likewise remain true to type in 1908. In this 
we have been disappointed. Where the planter was favored witha 
rich deep soil and favorable season the results have been fairly 
satisfactory, so that we have had but few complaints,—and 
strong expressions of enthustasm over their rave beauty! On 
light soils, however, the results have been disappointing. 

The Spencer type of sweet peas is bound to ‘“‘ make good”’ 
eventually, but both planters and seedsmen will have to be 
patient and persistent in continued critical selection.
